Washington, May i4—The chief of the 
bureau of statistics reports that the total 
Valucs of the exports of merchandise from 
the United States during the month of April, 
18M, and during the ten months ended April 
w#, 1894, as compared with similar exports 
during the corresponding periods of the 
precsding year were as follows: April, 
1894, $64,412,928; 1893, $59,712,597; ten 
ended April 30th, &773,883,868; 1895, 
In Aprii lust the exports exc eeded the im- 
ports by $4,811,453. In April, 1893, the excess 
of inrporits over sxports was $17,301,104. Dur- 
ing the ten months ended Apri! 1894, the 
excess of exports over imports was $228,002,- 
92 and the excess of imports over exports 
during the corresponding period of the pre- 
Ceding year was $8,563,945. In April, 1894, 
the exports of gold exceeded the imports 
by $9,405,985, and during the ten months 
ended Aprii 30, 18941, the excess of imports 
Over exports w1s $40,968,113. The excess of 
exports of siive. over imports during the 
ten months ended April 30, 1894, was $31,- 
564.560. : 

These figures indicate a balance of trade 
in favor of thi United States for the ten 
Months ended April 30th last of $268,971,079.

IHE LAW DEC LARED INVALID. 


Cannot Collect Tax from 
Mobile and Ohio. 
Washington, May 14.—The Tennessee law, 

which the officials of that state contend 
authorizes them to tax the property of the 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company for the 
years 1885. to 1888, inclusive, was declared 
by the supreme court of the United States 
today, in an onvinion read by Justice Jack- 
S0n, to be invalid,-as far as that company 
is concerned. The company was chartered 
by the state of Tennessee in 1848, with a 
Provision exempting its capital stock from 
taxation, and its property for a period of 
twenty-five years from its completion, and 
that no tax should be levied which would 
reduce the dividend below eight per cent 
per annum. 

The supreme court decided that the taxes 
for 1885 and 1886 could not be collected be- 
Cause they were within the period of twen- 
ty-five years subsequent to the comple#on 
Of the road, but that for subsequent years 
the taxes were properly levied and should 
be collected. The railroad company appeal- 
€d on ghe ground of violation of contract, 
and the state officials set up a want of ju- 
risdiction ,by the supreme court of the 
United States. The latter point Justice 
Jackson said, the supreme court of the 
United States overruled, and held that it 
diu have jurisdiction as to the question, did 
the Diack ton clause in the company’s char- 
ter violate a section of the constitution of 
Tennessee, which requires all property to 
be taxed; tne opinion said that the legisla- 
ture had the power to exempt the property

A New York Paper Prints a Story, 


Which Is Denied. 

New York, May 14.—Tne Press this morn- 
ing prints a full page article under a Wash- 
ington date, which it claims is ‘a full his- 
tory of the compromise tariff bill ire luced 
in the senate last Monday, and a full and 
true account of the democratic surrender to 
the great trusts.” The article states that 
the sugar trust not only paid $500,000 for the 
legislation it wants, but also guaranteed 
the United States senators who speculate 
a rise of 30,930 points in Wall street on sugar 
trust stock. Alleged midnight conferences 
were held between senators and sugar 
trust officers within a stone’s throw of the 
white house. It is also alleged that the 
Standard Oil, lead and whisky trusts were 
cared for in the same way. 

brice Says There's No Truth in It. 

Washington, May 14.—The story printed in 
a New York paper this morning purportiag 
to relate how tne senate and the members of 
the finance committee capitulated to the 
Sugar trust in the arrangement of the 
Sugar schedule of the tariff bill attracted 
some attention among Senators; but few of 
those whose names are prominently meun- 
tioned were present.

McK ANE'S EFFORT UNAVAILING. 
The Supreme Court of the United 

States Sustains the Lower Court. 

Washington, May 14.—John Y. McKane. 
the Gravesend, Long Island, politician, now 
in Sing Sing under sentence of the Brook- 
lyn courts, has been baffled in his efforts 
to secure release on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. Justice Harlan, in the gupreme court 
of the United States, today announced the 
unanimous decision of that .court affirming 
the judgment of the, late Judge LaCombe 
in refusing to issue a writ against Warden 
Dunston, of Sing Sing. 

Thirty-nine cases went off the docket of 
the United States supreme court today as 
the result of a session of two and a half 
hours. Of these, thirty were disposed of 
by decisions formally -announced by the 
several members, all of them reading opin- 
ions, save Justice Field, and he filed one 
dissenting opinion. Several of the cases 
were of more than usual importance, gen- 
eraily involving the taxing powers of the 
States where the cases originated, and two 
of these were settled only by a bare ma- 
jority of the court. In the case of the Mo- 
bile and Ohio Railroad Company vs. the 
State or Tennessee, Chief Justice Fuller 
and Justices Gray, Brewer and Shiras dis- 
sented from the views and conclusions of 
the majority. 

At the ciose of the session Justice Fuller 
announced that the court would adjourn 
until saturday, May 26th, and at the con- 
clusion of that day’s session the court 
would stand adjourned until the second 
Monday oi October next. This is the first 
time is the history of the court, at least 
within the memory of the present members 
or attaches, that Saturday has been fixed 
of meeting. 


AU RORA MINE ON FIRE 

And the Lives of Five Hundred Men 

in Danger. 

Ironwood, Mich., May 14.—The great Au- 
rora mine is on tire. Just how much dam- 
age has been done cannot be told as yet. 
Tne lives of 500 men are in danger and the 
whole community is in great excitement. 
The Aurora mine is one of the best known 
mines on the Gogebic range. It is controll- 
ed by a syndicate in which the Colbys are 
interested, but it is not one of the group 
known as the Gogebic consolidated mines, 
fer which a receiver was recently appoint- 
ed. It has been in operation right along 
and is one of the very few mines that did 
not shut down on account of hard times, 

Later—Tne fire did not reacn tne snaft, 
and no lives have been lost. Two crossed 
electric wires set fire to the shed covering 
the hoisting machines and the shed was 
destroyed, but the machines were not in- 


jured. 


MINERS ARE STARVING. 


Being Out of Food and Meney They 
Return to Work. 

Knoxville, Tenn., May 14.—(Special.)—Hor- 
rible tales of suffering come from Coal 
Creek valley where the strike is on. It is 
said that not a dozen miners in the valiey 
have anything to eat nor money to buy 
food. Farmers in the neighborhood have 
been missing cattle and hogs lately, and 
a search throughout the forests disclose 
hides and traces of slaughtering. At Sham- 
rock mines today, miners held a metting and 
decided to go to work tomorrow. It is now 
believed that the local strike’s backbone is 
broken and the men will soon return to 
work.

Dublin, May 14.—A Catholic mob attack- 
ed an Orangeman’s funeral yesterday after- 
noon in Portdown, on the Bann.

Induced to Go Out, 

Wheeling, W. Va., May 14.—At Belleaire, 
this morning, 3C0 union miners went to the 
non-unicn miners of the Belleaire rail and 
steel works and by persuasion and threats, 
induced the miners to quit work. The 
miners, however, were aliowed to go in 
this morning to prop up their rooms for 
and indefinite shutdown. By the miners 
going out, the mammoth steel and rail 
works, employing 1,200 men, were com- 
pelled to shut down tonight.

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SCARES THE HOUSE, 


A Georgia Negro Makes a Sensation 
in the Gallery. 


HE — THE CONGRESSMEN 


They Are Notified That They Must 
Heed Coxey’s Demand. 


OTHERWISE THEY WILL SUFFER 


Police Take the Crank Out and Relieve 
the Minds ot the Quaking Lawmak- 
ers—He Tried to See Crisp. 


Washington, May H.—A disturbance was 
created in the house today by the sudden 
interruption of the even tenor of the pro- 
ceedings by a burly negro in the center 
gallery arising in his place and shouting: 
“Mr. Speaker of the house of representa- 
tives!’ Instantly the house w&As in con- 
fusion and all eyes were turned upon the 
orator in the gallery. The speaker, who was 
the first to regain his composure, directed 
the doorkeeper to remove the offender. 

The man was of powerful physique, how- 
ever, and the doorkeeper was unable to 
oust him for some time, the negro endeavor- 
ing to deliver his ailegel divinely inspired 
message to the effect that the Lord had 
commanded him to come to the speaker of 
the house and order him to pass the Coxey 
bills. 

He was finally ejected. 

The crank’s name is Malcolm A. Cherry. 
He is a blacksmith residing in this city. 
He insists that he is not insane, but his 
mind is manifestly unbalanced. When ques- 
tioned by the capitol police, he said that 
unless the “‘Coxey good roads’’ bill is pass- 
ed, there will be a general destruction of 
government property in Washington. Con- 
gress would be given until the 24th instant 
to pass the bill, he said. If it did not be- 
come a law by. that time, the public build- 
ings would be destroyed by bombs. 

Cherry was taken to the guardroom in 
the basement of the capitol. He was per- 
fectly tractable and offered no violence. He 
was retained in the guardroom about thir- 
ty minutes, when he was taken to the Sixth 
precinct station. 

Tried io See the Speaker. 

3efore entering the gallery, Cherry en- 
deavored to see Speaker Crisp. He called 
at the corridor which runs in the rear of 
the house chamber and was stopped by the 
doorkeeper. Speaker Crisp’s room is situat- 
ed at the east end of this corridor, where 
three doorkeepers are stationed. A colored 
messenger also guards the door of the 
speaker’s room, When the crank demand- 
ed to see the speaker, the doorkeeper ask- 
ed his business. The crank replied that he 
desired an audience with Speaker Crisp, 
but refused to state for what reason. Up- 
on the doorkeeper again sternly refusing to 
comply with his request, the crank faced 
about and went in the gallery. 

City Full of Cranks. 

“The town is full of cranks,’ said Colonel 
Snow, the sergeant-at-arms of the house, 
in speaking of Cherry’s arrest, “You cen't 
walk Pennsylvania avenue without meeting 
them at every turn. There is an individuali- 
ity about cranks, and a student of human 
nature will recognize one at a glance. We 
have taken every precaution to guard the 
members of the house from violent actions 
of these people, for a crank is violent when 
you least expect it. But no precaution can 
prevent an evil-disposed person trom com- 
ing into the gallery with a destructive 
weapon in his pocket. During the excite- 
ment about the ist of the month, we kept 
an officer in citizen’s clothes in the gallery, 
and every suspicious person was carefully 
watched. It is our rule not to permit per- 
sons carrying valises or packages of any 
description to enter the gallery. Where a 
nan is regarded with suspicion, the officers 
keep close upon him to prevent any overt 
act. There probably never were 80 many 
cranks in Washington as at present, and 
the white house and the capitol are their 
storm-centers. Do I anticipate trouble with 
them? I do not, because no precaution is 
neglected to protect everybody about the 
capitol.’”’ 

The promptness with which Cherry was 
ejected from the house gallery shows the 
excellent system in vogue at the capitol in 
reference to cranks. Cherry had not spok- 
en fifteen seconds before Doorkeeper Bow- 
en grabbed him by the collar and dragged 
him into the corridor outside. 

He Is a Georgia Negro. 

The crank, Cherry, is a Georgia negro, 
but has been in Washington several years. 
He formerly lived in Hogansville, where 
he was known as a a religious crank. It 
is believed that he was paid by some of 
the Coxey crowd to perform in the gallery 
this morning, though he would not admit it. 
He is a well known character in Washing- 
ton, being engaged in the evenings in run- 
ning a four-wheeled machine which he 
works with pedals about the street, It has 
not been long since Captain Evan Howell 
and Mr. Fleming duBignon saw the sights 
of Washington mounted upon his machine. 
The negro is simply a harmless sort of a 
crank who made his speech in the gallery 
this morning for a consideration. It may, 
however, have the effect of landing him 


in an insane asylum. 
COXEY MOVES AGAIN. 


Army Eneamped Around 
“George Washington House.” 


Washington, May 14.—The restless Coxey- 
ites made another move this morning. The 
use of the yard surrounding the famous 
old hostelry, the “George Washington 
House,”’ in Bladensburg, was tendered them, 
and Browne and Coxey late last 
night continued to remove their ragged Fal- 
staffan army out of Hyattsville into Bla- 
densburg. They were induced to make this 
change for several reasons, principally on 
account of the inaccessibility of the camp 
and the small gate receipts. The new 
grounds are enclosed by a high fence, so 
that the managers will be able to exact 
an admission fee from all visitors. The 
move was made at 9 o’clock this morning.

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MINERS MEET AT BERLIN. 


Assein bling of the International Con- 

gress of Miners. 

Berlin, May 14.—The international con- 
gress of miners was opened this morning 
with an attendance of ninety delegates, the 
socialist element largely predominating 
Deputy Singer delivered an address in whicn 
he alluded to the universal celebration of 
May Day as a sign of the growing interna- 
tional sympathies of the proletariat. The 
delegates then engaged in a debate on the 
programme of the congress. 

The programme deals witb a variety of 
questions, including those of wages, the 
employment of women and children, the 
personal safety of workers, etc., but the 
principal question is the establishment of a 
legal working day of eight hours. 

Shortly before the congress assembled the 
police arrested a delegate named Defussi- 
ate, who was fur several years a socialist 
leader and fomentor of strikes in Belgium. 
In 1886 Defusstate was tried and sentenced 
to a long terms of imprisonment in 
gium for his connection with the riots on 
the occasion of the class workers’ strike in 
Mons and Charleroi. He succeeded in mak- 
ing his escane and went to Paris. Very 
little has been known of him since until he 
turned up here as a delegate, though the 
Belgian, French and German police are 
supposed to have been on the lookout for 
him. Defussiate was ordered to leave Ger- 
many within the day and took his departure 
at once. 


CONVENTION OF MINERS. 


Delegates Arriving at Cleveland to 
Attend It—More Strikes. 
Cleveland, O.,.May 14.—Every train arriv- 
ing in this oity during the night and the 
early hours of the morning brought dele- 
gates to’ attend» the miners’ convention 
today, and the conférence which takes place 
tomorrow at the chamber of commerce 
between the miners® and the operators. 
Very few operators put in appearance &@s 
early as did the miners’ delegates, but a 
large numer of rooms have been reserved 
for them at various hotels, and a good size 
delegation will probably arrive in the city 
by meghtfall. While it has been said that 
the Pittsburg district operators have been 
insisting rmignt along tnat their men are 
willing to work for 5% cents a ton if they 
could be assured protection, it was not 
long after the miners had arrived before 
it became apparent that, so far as the dele- 
gates represent the feeling of ‘he strikers, 
the men are noc all willing to return for 
the same wages.

Mr. Caffery had very little strength when 
he was appointed senator by Governor Fos- 
ter last year, but his fight in the senate to 
secure protection for sugar and the duty 
placed on that article in consequence, great- 
ly strengthened him and is mainly responsi- 
ble for his election today.

News came in from Lowndes county about 

noon today which threw a decided damper 
on the Oates men. Judge Caffer, of that 
county, wired here that it was solid for 
Johnston. Then came a dispatch ordering 
Marengo to be transferred to the Johnston 
column. Then an Evergreen politician 
wired that Conecuh would prorate and news 
came from Pineapple that Wilcox would do 
the same. 
“Phen, again, the Oates men had their at- 
tention called to ‘Yhe Advertiser’s report 
from Mobile. The figures from the beats 
gave that city to Johnston by a vote of 24 
to 33, but The Advertiser’s addition gave it 
to Oates. When the Oates men did their 
own figuring and recalled the fact that 
figures do not lie, their jaws dropped. 

The Advertiser got out a desperation ex- 
tra this morning. It contained no new re- 
ports, and was evidently intended to bolster 
up the courage of the Oates backers.

Governor W. J. Northen, of (reorgia, 
Jectured at the opera house on the “Stand- 
ard of Life.”’ 

The Southern Baptist convention was 
Opened with song and prayer at 9:30 o'clock 
this morning, and then proceeded with bus!- 
mess by taking up the report of the com- 
mittee of foreign work. It was very volumi- 
nous, and it took nearly the entire fore- 
moon session to read and discuss It. The 
report showed the foreign affairs of the 
church to be in a flourishing condition, 
and rapidly growing in importance and in- 
fluence. 

Dr. Fulton on Catholics. 

Dr. Justin D. Fulton, of New York, who 
fn his sermon last night took pronounced 
grounds against the support o! Catholics 
for political positions, will tonight lecture 
at the opera house on the sub) ett “W hy 
Priests Should Wed.’ In expressing his 
views to a Southern Associated Press repre- 
gentative today on Romanism, Dr, Fulton 


“As I stated in my sermon last night, 
where, indirectly, I touched on the action 
ef Governor Northen, of Georgia, in the 
appointment of Patrick Walsh, @ Catholic, 
to the United States senate, I have no 
use for a Roman Catholic on the bench of 
the supreme court, in the senate of the 
United States, or any other political posi- 
tion. I desire to see them in just such 
meetings as this, where they méey be 
brought into contact with the truth, and 
into touch with the fellowship of the new 
life.” 

In interviews this morning with a num- 
ber of well-known Catholics, in regara to 
the sermons delivered yesterday at. the 
Gam Jones tabernacle by Dr. J. D. Fulton, 
of New York, and Rev. J. B. Cranfil, of 
Waco, the expressions were about the 
same, each asserting that the tenets and 
influence attributed to Catholicism by the 
reverend Baptist gentlemen were not facts 
of the creed of the Catholics. That Dr. 
Fulton’s remarks, “I have no use for a 
Romanist in the senate, the legislature or | 
congress,” etc., is, of course, an intimation | 
that Catholics should be ineligible for these 
gifts of honor and trust bestowed upon 
them by the people. All this was brought 
out by and is intended as slaps at Governor 
Northen, of Georgia, for appointing Hon. 
Patrick Walsh to the United States senate.

Bible Society Committee. 

Pursuant to the motion made on Satur- 
day, by which the report of the Bible society 
committee was made the special order of 
business for today, the report of the com- 
mittee was read. Dr. Hunt, the representa- 


‘tive of the society, made a speech of some 


length in the interest of the society, in 
which he went over the work done by the 
organization. 

In describing the work of some of the 
American Bible Society’s colporteurs in 
Central America, he read the following, 
which was posted in the city of Leon, upon 
the arrival of the colporteurs in that city: 

“The wolf of Protestantism has found its 
war into the Catholic flock. A minister of 
the sect of Luther and Voltaire is in Leon, 
accompanied by various mercenaries, who 
are busy selling in the streets Protestant 
Bibles and a false book of the gospels. Do 
not buy these books, Christions. Scorn these 
propagandists of a sect divorced from the 
Catholic church of Jesus Christ, divorced 
from .uwe truth, and which is resolved on 
depriving us of the most precious legacy 
received from our forefathers. Do not al- 
low your religion to be harmed by these 
knight errants of evil. Let us hurl them 
away. No law authorizes their coming here 
to de-Christianize us. Liberty of worship 
does not exist here, and these peddlers of 
adulterated Bibles are of a foreign flock. 
Nicaragua belongs to God—Protestantism to 
the devil. Away with them!’ 

“N, B.—According to the laws of the 
church any one who Keeps these books in- 
curs excommunication. All who have copies 
ought to destroy them or deliver them to 
the church court. Moreover all persons in- 
cur excommunication who, directly or in- 
directly, protect these Lutheran adven- 
turers in their work, or listen to their 
preaching.”’ 

After Dr. Hunt had finished and a few 
minor points had been discussed the report 
was unanimously adopted. 

Dr. Sutherland, fraternal messenger from 
the Canadian Methodist church, was pre- 
sented again to the conference. He spoke 
at some length and was followed closely 
by his hearers. Dr. Sutherland’s address 
was almost wholly given to the plan of 
union between the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, and the Methodist Episcopal 
church. He invited both the northern and 
southern branches of the Methodist church 
to come to neutral Canada to settle their 
differences. In conclusion Dr. Sutherland 
in a most touching manner bade adieu to 
the friends he had met in the south. 

Bishop Fitzgerald rose to shake hands 
with the departing minister ahd addressed 
him in a few words which brought tears to 
the eyes of all the hearers. 

Dr. Goucher, fraternal delegate from the 
Methodist Episcopal church, was introduced 
and delivered a masterly address. He was 
also answered by Bishop Fitszgerald in a 
few appropriate words. 

Dr. Bowman Stevenson was next intro- 
duced. Dr. Stevenson is one of the best 
and jolliest men who ever left England, 
where many such are to be found. His 
address was one of the wittiest and most 
humorous ever heard in this city. Among 
other things Dr. Stevenson said: “I am 
glad to know England had never been whip- 
ped by any other people than her children.” 

Bishop Fitzgerald’s response to the dis- 
tinguished Englishman was, as usual, most 
excellent.

Another Meeting of His Constituents 
Is Held in His Home Town. 


THESE CONDEMN HIM SEVERELY 


One Speaker Says That Breckinridge’s 
Re-Election W ould Be a Disgrace to 
the Dirtrict and the State. 


Lexington, Ky., May 14.—If the white- 
haired, silver-tongued Breckinridge could 
have peeped into the Lexington opera house 
this evening at 3 o’clock and have heard 
what was being said about him, who were 
doing the talking, and who composed the 
audience, he would have retreated and re- 
solved never to show his face again in the 
Ashland district. 

The meeting to protest against the renom- 
ination of Colonel Breckinrigge for con- 
gress was called for 2:30 o'clock, and an 
heur before that time the lower flooP of 
the house was full. By 2 o'clock the gal- 
leries began to fill up and when the meet- 
ing was called te order a half hour later 
there was not standing room and some live 
or six hundred people had been turned 
away. 

W. B. Hawkins presided. Upen the same 
platform where Colonel Breckinridge re- 
ceived the ovation which gave him confi- 
dence of his re-election sat some 100 of the 
members of the most prominent and most 
honored families in the country and some 
of the best known educators in Kentucky. 

There was great enthusiasm. The lirst 
speaker was Elder J. W. McGarvey, wno 
defended the ministerial union from attacks 
Breckinridge made upon it in his speeches 
here and at Paris. He contended that the 
ministers did have a right to point out to 
their flocks the dangers that lay before 
them and that when a wolf was coming to 
destroy them it was the duty of the miuis- 
ters to warn their flocks in time. Pointing 
to the motto over the stage which read, 
“The honor and integrity the Ashland 
district must and shall be preserved,” he 
said that he was proud of being a Ken- 
tuckian and that because he was proud of 
his state he urged all vuters who were truly 
patriotic to cast their vote against the re- 
turn of this man to congress. 

Hon. Milton J. Durham, comptroller of 
the treasury during Cleveland's first term, 
was the second speaker to address the meet- 
ing.

Alleging the Brooklyn handicap to be a 
lottery scheme, cleverly enough gives a 
basis for warrants to be issued. The war- 
rants were drawn for the officials of the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club, and for prominent 
horsemen whose horses will engage in the 
event. 

The poolroom delegation soon took their 
departure for Gravesend to hunt up a jus- 
tice of the peace who would sign the war- 
rants. The warrants can have no effect 
except to place th> officials of the track un- 
der arrest, and cannot interfere in any way 
with the running of the handicap.

red to the committee on commerce. : . 

The senate bill to regulate enlistments 
in the army of the United States was taken 
from the calendar 2nd passed. It repeals 
so much of the army appropriation bill for 
the present year as provides that not a 
private shall be re-enlisted who has served 
ten years or more, and who is over thirty 
years of age, except such as have already 
served as enlisted men for twenty years 
or upwards. It also provides that hereaf- 
ter all enlistments in the army shall be 
for the term of three years, and that no 
soldier shall be again enlisted in the army 
whose services during his last preceding 
term of enlistment have not been honest and 
faithful; and that in time of peace no 
person who is not a citizen of the-United 
States, or who cannot speak, read and write 
the English language shall be enlisted in 
the army for the first time, provided that 
the foregoing requirements as to enlist- 
ments in time of peace shall not apply to 
the enlistment of Indians. 

The tariff bill was taken up at noon. The 
eighth item in the chemical schedule was 
‘alumina, alum, alum cake, patent alum, 
etc, the Jones amendment being to change 
the ad valorem rates of 10 and 30 per cent 
to the specific rate of 4-10 of a cent per 
pound. 

Aldrich moved to make the rate 

6-10 of a cent per pound. The amendment 
served the intended purpose of starting de- 

bate, and as Mr. Butier intimated of kill- 
ing time. 

Mr. Aldrich’s amendment was defeated, 
yeas, 25; nays 17. Mr. Aldrich immediately 
moved to make the rate % cent per pound, 
and another political debate of the question 
followed. 

Mr. Harris interrupted the discussion with 
a motion to table Mr. Aldrich’s last amend- 
ment, and it was so voted, yeas, 29: nays, 
14; and the question recurred on Mr. Jones's 
amendment, to make the duty on alumina 
4-10 of a cent per pound. A vote could not 
be reached, however, until further time 
had been spent in disputing. The amend- 
ment was then agreed to, without divis.on, 
and the paragraph stands: Alumina, alum 
cake, patent alum, suphate of alumina, 
and aluminous cake and aluminum crystals 
or ground, 4-10 cent per pound. 

Mr. Jones then moved his next amend- 
ment, and it was agreed to, as follows: 
Ammonia, carbonate of, 20 per cent ad va- 
lorem; muriate of, or sal ammoniac, 10 per 
cent ad valorem; sulphate of, 20 per cent ad 
valorem. 

Item No. 9 was adopted without division. 
It reads: 

“Blacking of all kinds, 90 per cent ad 
valorem; bone char, suitable for use in 
decolorizing sugars, 20 per cent ad valorem.” 

The next item was No. W. The Jones 
amendment proposed to make it read: Hor- 
ax, crude, or borate or soda or borate of 
lime, 1 cent per pound; refined borax, 2 
cents per pound. 

In the course of a long discussion, Mr. 
Chandler suggested that perhaps the rea- 
son why the two California senators fa- 
vored such a low rate of duty on borax 
was that they had an arrangement under 
which the rate would be, before the final 
passage of the bill, increased tos cents per 
pound. 

Mr. Perkins, of California, disclaimed any 
Such understanding. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

The next of the Jones amendments was 
to insert as a new paragraph: ‘“Camphor, 
refined, 10 per cent ad valorem.”’ 

Mr. Aldrich moved to amend the amend- 
ment by making the duty 4 cents a pound, 
The Aldrich amendment was rejected— 
yeas 21; nays 31, and Mr. Aldrich then 
moved to make the rate 3% cents per pound.

CULONEL JOHN PEABODY DIES. 


A Prominent and Wealthy Citizen of 
Georgia Passes Away. 
Columbus, Ga., May 14.—(Special.)—To- 
night at 8 o’clock the death of Hon. John 
Peabody, one of the most prominent 
men in Georgia, occurred at his home on 
lower Broad street. Colonel Peabody had 
been ill but a few days, and his death was 
a great shock to his family and friends. 
Colonel Peabody was a member of the law 
firm of Peabody, Brannon, Hatcher & Mar- 
tin, one of the leading firms of this state. 
Mr. Peabody and Judge W. H. Brannon 
have been attorneys for the Central rail- 
road at Columbus, and for the Eagle and 
Phenix mills for many years. Colonel 
Peabody was closely identitied with many 
prominent business interests of Columbus, 
and in his death this city loses one of her 
best and mos* progressive citizen. He was 
a director in the Merchants’ and Mechanics’ 
bank, the Columbus iron works, the Eagle 
and Phenix Manufacturing company, the 
Columbus Fertilizer Company. the Mobile 
and Girard Railroad Company, and owned 
considerable real estate. He was president 
of the Columbus and Rome railroad and 
was an elder in the First Presbyterian 
church.

He was a 
graduate of Emory college, of this state, 
and read law with Major Raphael J. Moses, 
deceasea, who was one of tue most prom- 
inent men Georgia has produced.

Peabody, while a member of tne state legis- 
lature introduced a bill prohibiting counties 
and cities of Georgia from issuing bonds 
without a vote of two-thirds of the qualified 
voters of the city or county. He was so- 
licitor generai of the Chattahoochee circuit 
from 1860 <o 1868, Colonel Peabody is sur- 
vived by his wife and nine children.

CUT IN LOADING CHARGES, 


Longshkoremen and Stevedores Have 
Another Clash in Savannoh. 
Savannah, Ga. May 14.—(Special.)—Sa- 
vannah has auother interesting fight on 
among the stevedores and longshoremen, 
and this time it is with the lumbermer. 
Some days ago one of the stevedores cut 
the rate on loading vessels from 65 and 60 
cents for double and single-decked vessels 
reapectively, to 60 cents and 55 cents per 
thousand feet. This brought about a gen- 
eral cut and captains of vessels refused 
to pay more than 65 cents. This caused a 
reduction in the wages of the wharf hands, 
many of whom belonged to the Lumber- 
men’s Protective Association. This organi- 
gation held a meeting, obtained a steve- 
dore’s license and last Saturday offered to 
load vessels at 45 cents per thousand—a 
cut of 15 cents from the regular figure. The 
consequence was all who belonged to the 
association were discharged by the steve- 
dores and many of them, to hold their jobs, 
immediately resigned from the association. 
The association still holds together in part, 
however, and is offering to do the work 
at 45 cents. The stevedores say the negroes 
shall not get a vessel, even though they 
have to ioad them for nothing. In the 
meantime the stevedores are cutting rates 
among themselves and they are at the 
came time fighting the association, which 
is making a strong bid for business.

Jadge Speer Quotes Scripture in Charg- 
13g the Grand Jury. 


TOWNS PUSH THEIR TAX CLAIMS 


They Have a Hard Time Collecting from 
the Central Railroad, and Take 
the Case to the Court. 


Macon,.Ga., May 14.—(Special)—A new 
grand jury was sworn in today in the United 
States court. Mr. Ben €. Smith, a well- 
known citizen, was chosen foreman. As 
usual, Judge Speer’s charge was able and 
interesting. He gave a short and entertain- 
ing account of the origin of the system 
of national laws which the jury was charg- 
ed to enforce. In the course of Judge 
Speer’s charge he said: 

“it is true that we may say now the 
‘times are out of joint,’ and undoubtedly 
our country is in a condition distressing to 
every reflecting mind, but compared with 
Similar troubles with other nations, for in- 
Stance, the condition of the French people 
immediately preceding the. French revolu- 
tion, and the condition of the English peo- 
ple at the time of the chartists riots, our 
condition is infinitely superior to theirs, 
The trouble which we now suffer is no more, 
comparable to the trouble which they suf- 
fered than is the explosion of a firecracker 
to the crash of the thunder, and we will 
walk out of our troubles easily and man- 
fully, if we adhere to the principles of 
genuine Americanism, truth, honor and the 
respect due to public and private obligations, 
and determination to enforce the laws made 
for the welfare of every man and which 
gives equal justice to every man, no mat- 
ter how high his condition, or how low his 
estate. ©° © 8 

‘Surely we may say, in the language of 
the psalmist, that ‘ours is a goodly her- 
itage.’ They may raise finer figs in Smyrna, 
finer grapes in France and Italy, finer live 
stock in Kentucky, finer apples in Vermont 
and New England, but all these we have in 
reasonable perfertion and we have a multi- 
tude of other products, whilst the snowy 
luxuriances of our staple—our great south- 
ern staple, in which we have a monopoly 
of the world—belongs to us alone.

important Tax Case. 

Judge Speer had a very interesting case 
before him. It was the consolidated in- 
tervention for taxes filed on behalf of the 
counties and incorporated towns along the 
line of the Central railroad between Macon 
and Savannah. Attorney General Terrill 
appeared for the state. Alexander Proudfit 
represented the counties of Bibb and Wil- 
kinson, Dessau & Hodges represented the 
city of Macon, and Lawton & Cunning- 
ham, of Savannah, appeared for the Cen- 
tral road. The question is to be determined 
whether the Central, under its charter, is 
liable for taxes to these c_Lunties and towns 
between Macon and Savannah. The proper 
interpretation of the road's enarter is, 
therefore, the main issue, so far almost as 
the road is concerned. ‘‘he state contends 
that there is no limit upon the power of 
these municipalities and counties to tax 
the company, while, on the other hand, the 
corporation holds that it cannot be taxed 
by municipalities or counties except on 
such real or personal property of the com- 
pany as is not used tor railroad purposes, 
and only on such real or personal property 
as is Within the jurisduction of the corpora- 
tion taxing. The charter of the road states 
that the Central railroad shall not be sub- 
ject to be taxed higher tnan one-half of 1 
per cent upon its annual net income, and 
no municipality or county can tax the 
capital stock of the corporation and noth- 
ing but the real and personal property. 
The contention is made that the stock of 
the company, as specified in the charter, 
means the road and its appurtenances that 
are used in operating it. Judge Speer’s de- 
cision will be awaited with great interest. 
Thousands of dollars are involved. 

Bound Over. 


The commitment trial of Sam Sledge was 
had today for shooting Bob Harris. Harris 
will probably recover from his wound. 
Sledge was bound over in the sum of $500 to 
answer to the charge of assault with in- 
tent to murder. He could not give bond 
and is now in jail. Sledge’s.wife, who was 
charged with being an accessory, was dis- 
charged from custody. 

A Habeas Corpus. 


Today Judge Speer issued a writ of habeas 
corpus directing that the butchers of Macon 
who had been arraigned before the re- 
corder’s court charged with violating the 
license and market ordinance, be brought 
into his court. The hearing of the case 
will be had on Wednesday and then the 
question will be decided whether or not the 
city had the right to have the butchers 
summoned before the recorder, and whether 
the recorder had the fight to impose a fine 
of $25 on each of the butchers, in view of 
the fact that Judge Speer had some time 
ago enjoined the city collecting a license 
tax of $500 per annum on dealers in meat 
who_sold elsewhere than at the market dur- 
ing market hours. Judge Speer granted the 
injunction on the ground that the license 
tax was in comflict with the interstate com- 
merce law. The city claims that the 
butchers were arraigned before the recorder 
for selling Georgia meat and not western 
beef, contrary to the license ordinance.

IMMIGRATION CONVENTION. 


There Will Be a Large Gathering of 
Southern Representatives. 
Augusta, Ga. May 14.—The Southern Im- 
migration convention to meet in Augusta 
for three days, beginning iday vvth, 12 as- 
suming gratifyingly large prcportions. It 
is now certain that it will be the largest 
gathering of southern representative State 
and railroad authorities ever brought to- 
gether, and their deliberations and final ac- 
tion promise to mean more for practical de- 
velopment in the south@rn states than any 
other movement heretofore attempted. Let- 
ters from the majority of the governors of 
southern states, from Maryland to New 
Mexico, have been received signifying the 
intention of these officials tc be present. 
Also similar letters frorm the secretaries 
of agriculture have been received. Mapy 
presidents and general managers of Tfail- 
roads have accepted invitations to be 
present and to sit in the convention. Among 
these are the Richmond and Danville, 
Louisville and Nashville, Atlantic Coast 
Line, Seaboard Air-Line, Atchison, Topeka 


and Santa Fe, Illinois Central, Little Rock 


and Memphis, and many smaller sysicms. 
Acceptances are expected from al! southern 
railroads. 

A large senatorial and congressional party 
will arrive from Washington. Acceptances 
are expected from all state officials having 
official privileges in the convention and not 
yet heard from. The success of the original 
plan of securing the joint attendance in 
the convention of southern states and rail- 
road authorities for mutual conference and 
for discussion is assured. The spirit of 
Governor Northen’s earnest deliverance at 
the beginning of the preparations, “We 
mean business,”’ will characterize the con- 
vention and the result will probably be the 
arrangement of a political scheme for the 
promotion of rapid and desirable immigra- 
tion and of capital into the southland.

The Primary System. 

The democratic masses in Georgia fa- 
vor the primary system, and when a 
county executive committee orders a 
mass meeting when a contest is expected, 
the voters frequently show their dissat- 
isfaction by remaining at home. 

{It may be said that they should turn 
out in force and carry the meeting. Their 
reply is that they are at a disadvantage, 
even When they have a majority. <A 
mass meeting is often called at an incon- 
venient time and place. The masses are 
unorganized. They are not familiar with 
the fine work of the “men who control,” 
and itis an easy matter for the few who 
have a cut and dried programme to rush 
it through. ; 

A primary, on the other hand, occupies 
several hours or the entire day, and gives 
the voters a chance to consult their own 
convenience. They can attend it at an 
hour that suits them, and their ballots 


give a fair expression of their views. 

A mass meeting may be manipulated 
in the interests of a few men; a primary 
voices the will of the people. 


The Effect of Free Coinage. 

We desire it to be distinctly understood 
that in discussing the money question, 
The Constitution is not undertaking to 
change the views of those politicians and 
editors who, for special reasons of their 
owh—reasons that are personal to them- 
selves—maintain that the people of this 
country cannot open their mints to the 
free coinage of silver until England gives 
the word. We do not hope to change the 
views of this class, nor do we hope to 
change the views of those who refuse to 
consider the whole question from a strict- 
ly impartial point of view. 

But we do hope to present such facts 
and arguments as will attract the atten- 
tion of merchants and business men, who 
are profoundly interested in the material 
aspects of the money question. No class 
is more seriously affected, directly or 
indirectly by the decrease in our money 
supply, and the consequent fall of prices 
as the result of the increased purchas- 
ing power of money than merchants and 
business men whose profits depend on 
the ability of the people to buy. 

We make this statement lest it be sup- 
posed that The Constitution in discuss- 
ing the financial situation so persistently 
is engaged in a controversy with a few 
ignorant editors whose information on 
the money question and its relations to 
business is confined to the simple and 
solitary fact that Mr. Cleveland is op- 
posed to the free coinage of silver. It 
is true, we deal with the arguments they 
put forward, but that is because their 
ignorance affords us a convenient peg 
on which to hang the facts of history and 
experience that belong to thes question; 
and we hang the facts there in the hope 
that they may, by repetition, finally at- 
tract the attention of that class of voters 
whose most vital interests depend on a 
proper solution of the simple problem 
with which our people have to deal. 

We are told that if the United States, 
acting independently, should open their 
mints to the free coinage of silver, gold 
would at once go to a premium and dis- 
appear, and our financial system would 
then be regulated by the single silver 
standard. We are told that this would 
happen because the government eannot 
create valne—that all it ean do is to 
stamp a piece of bullion and attest its 
weight and fineness, and that, therefore, 
the opening of the mints would not lift 
its bullion value at all. 

Now, there is but one plea that can 
be put forward as an excuse for such an 
argument as this, and it is the plea of 
ignorance—ignorance that deserves to 
be pitied and enlightened rather than 
ridiculed. There are a great many things 
the government cannot do, but there is 
one thing it can and does de and that is 
to create money, and, among all other ar- 
ticles and commodities and creations of 
law, money possesses this unique quality 
—exchangeability for all other commod- 
ities. And this quality is not inherent 
in the metal or substance of which mon- 
ey is made. It is a quality that is im- 
parted to money by the functions with 
which the government invests it. 

While it is true in a general way that 
the government cannot create value, it 
must not be taken for granted that the 
law is powerless in that direction. Govy- 
ernment can and does put in motion the 
machinery that has the effect of creat- 
ing value. 

Let us suppose that our mints were 
thrown open tomorrow to the free coin- 
age of silver at the present ratio. That 
act would be in the nature of a proclama- 
tion to the people that gold is no longer 
the sole money of final payment, and to 
bullion owners that they could exchange 
every ounce of their standard silver at 
the government mints for $1.29 in debt 
and tax-paying money. In other words, 
a demand for silver would be set up at 
the government mints. and this demand 
would create the value that it is said the 
government cannot create. The demand 
of individuals, or communities, or states 
for any given article imparts whatever 
value we find in that article or commod- 
ity; but this demand is, in the nature of 
things, variable and intermittent, de- 
pending on various contingencies. It is 
urgent today, and it may practically 
cease tomorrow. But the demand which 
the government creates by opening its 
mints to gold or silver is one that can 
never be filled except as the result of 
some extraordinary convulsion. It js 
insatiable. Ie is more powerful and 
more potent than any other form of de- 
mand. It is a constant proclamation to 
those who. have bullion silver that they 


business transactions if it is conceivable 
that the price of bullion silver in this 
country could fall below the price fixed 
by the mint, $1.29 an ounce? 

It is sheer absurdity to put such ques- 
tions as these to sensible men, but they 
are given a certain timeliness by the 
presumptuous ignorance of those who 
assert that free coinage by the United 
States would add nothing to the value of 
silver bullion. 

The mint price of silver bullion would 
be the market price, and, just as the 
French mint for seventy years regulated 
the price of silver in the London market 
and in the American markets, so would 
the United States mints regulate the 
price of silver in London and in the 
markets affected by London quotations. 
Indeed, the potency of the demand of 
the United States mints in affecting the 
foreign markets would be greater than 
that of the French mint to the extent that 
our population is more numerous, our 
people more resourceful and our exports 
more important. 

As it is inconceivable that the market 
price of silver in this country would be 
less than the mint price, so it is also in- 
conceivable that a bullion owner in Lon- 
don, Paris or Berlin, would accept less 
for his silver than he could get by ex- 
changing it for American wheat or cot- 
ton, or any commodity which this coun- 
try exports. As to keeping the two 
metals at par here and abroad, point for 
point. no such absurd elaim is set up by 
bimetallists. It would be just as im- 
possible and just as foolish as to claim 
that the single gold standard maintains 
thé par of exchange between New York 
and London. But we claim, and we de- 
fy any monometallist to show to the 
contrary, that free coinage by the United 
States would keep the market price of 
the metal as close to par as the single 
gold standard keeps the rate of forejgn 
exchange. 


The Oconee Outrage. 

The news of the attempt made by the 
Atkinson men of Oconee to take snap 
judgment on the people of that county 
has caused a wave of indignation over 
the entire state. No language is too 
strong to use in condemning such a bare- 
faced outrage. 

The facts in the case are just as stated 
in The Constitution. A eall was issued 
for a mass meeting to choose a new coun- 
ty executive committee. It has been gen- 
erally conceded that the Evans men are 
in the majority in that county, but as 
there was very little interest felt in the 
matter of the new executive committee, 
the attendance was small. It happened 
that a majority of those present were 
Atkinson men, and taking advantage of 
this fact, the manipulators, who are pos- 
ing before the state as the self-consti- 
tuted “men who eontrol,” decided then 
and there to select delegates to the guber- 
naitorial convention. They went through 
the form of doing this and instructing 
for Mr. Atkinson, the vote being 20 to 13. 

Think of it! Twenty men presuming 
to speak the will and the wishes of the 
people of Oconee. 

Of course, they will not submit to it. 
The good people of that county will not 
permit such an outrage to stand unre- 
buked. The Atkinson organs stultify 
themselves when they put Oconee in 
the Atkinson column in their estimate. 

Certainly Mr. Atkinson cannot afford 
to endorse such action. If he does, he 
simply demonstrates that he is unfit to 
be governor. 

The people of Georgia are aroused. 
They are going to resent that stain upon 
the name of the democracy of the Empire 
State of the south. There are, perhaps, 
Some sections of the country where such 
methods will stand, but they certainly 
will not here in Georgia. 

What say you, Mr. Atkinson? Do you 
attempt to endorse, to condone or even to 
justify that action in Oconee? The peo- 
ple of Georgia want to know. 


Losses Under the Gold Standard. 
According to the official figures fur- 

nished by the bureau of statisties at 
Washington, the farmers of this coun- 
try have lost over $600,000,000 in the 
past two years by the shrinkage in value 
of their crops.

cotton crop of 1893 as compared with 
that of 1891:

his loss of one-third of the value of 


our crops in two years means a great 
deal. Two years ago our farmers got 
$2,000,000,000 for their crops, but last 
year this sum was reduced to the ex- 
tent of $669,304.893. This means the 
withdrawal of most of that money from 
the channels of trade. It means that 
thes hundreds of millions of dollars 
have not been received by those who 
would circulate it and thus stimulate 
commerce and the many industries that 
look to the farmers fer eustom. It means 
bankruptey fer the railroads, lower 
wages and general stagnation. 

It is useless for the advocates of the 
gold standard to underrate the import- 
ance of this wholesale decrease in the 
purchasing power of millions of farmers 
in every section. They will be disap- 
pointed if they think that tariff reform 
will repair the damage. It will help to 
some extent, but there can be no general 
improvement in trade and industry and 
in railroad freight traffic until the farm- 
ers get fair prices for their crops. When 
the wheat farmers have lost ever $300,- 
000,000 and the cotton planters $82,000,- 
000. in two years the outloek is serious. 

This ruinous decline in prices of agri- 
cultural, products is wholly due to the 
single gold standard, as is shown in the

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Farm products continue to drop with 
the decline of silver since its former par- 
tial and now complete demonetization. 

But these losses are not eonfined to 
the farmers. Every manufacturer, rail- 
road, wholesale and retail merchant, pro- 
fessional man and laborer has.a dimin- 
ished income on account of the decreased 
purchasing power of the farmers. Pos- 
sibly those who are out of debt, with 
ample resources, will worry through this 
era of contraction until we have a change 
in our financial policy, but what of the 
debtor class, embracing almost every- 
body except the bondholding and money 
lending capitalists? How are they going 
to pay their debts,.when they will have 
to pay about $2 for every dollar of the 
indebtedness contracted a year ago? 


William’s Tribute to Napoleon. 

The Napoleonic revival in France is 
spreading to other countries, and the 
last man in the world to be affected by 
it has yielded to the contagious enthu- 
siasm, and has paid a significant and a 
graceful tribute to the great conqueror. 

As the story runs, among the wreaths 
placed on May 5th at the foot of the 
Column Vendome was one which the 
French government has reason to sup- 
pose was sent by the Emperor William, 
of Germany. 

This is all the more remarkable, be- 
cause it will be recollected that at Erfurt, 
a few years ago, William gave a toast 
which was an insult to the memory of 
Napoleon, whom he then characterized 
as a Corsican adventurer. Prince Victor 
Napoleon would have challenged the em- 
peror for his conduct, if it had not been 
for the intervention of several European 
sovereigns. 

But wonderful changes have taken 
place in a few years, and the ruler of 
Germany drifts along with the popular 
current and joins the Fren¢eh in commem- 
orating a Napoleonie anniversary. 

It may be a magnificent stroke of pol- 
icy. That floral wreath from Berlin may 
touch the heart of France and cause her 
people to become reconciled to their old 
enemies. The other view of it is that 
William regards himself as the new Na- 
poleon, and in recognizing his predeces- 
sor’s greatness he was simply gratifying 
his own vanity in a roundabout way.

to expect. I want, however, to heartily 
thank my friends for their promises of sup- 
port, which were entirely voluntary.” 

Mr. Inman has recently bought out the 
Marsh interest in the firm of Marsh, Smith 
& Marsh and his Bew connections necessari- 
ly bring with them additional duties and re- 
sponsibilities. A great many of his friends 
will regret his determination with regard 
to the mayoralty, for he would certainly 
be an ideal chief executive officer for the 
city. The familiarity with the city’s af- 
fairs which he gained during his terms in 
the general council, combined with his 
splendid business ability, make him one of 
the very best men in Atlanta for that po- 
sition, and if not now, it is to be hoped 
that sometime in the future he will find it 
possible to serve the people in that capac- 
ity.

They ought to have given us one single 
fare for the round trip, but they didn’t, 
and we are thankful for what we receive.

| WHO IS GUILTY? 


Bob Hawkins and George Yancey Are 
Held in Custody. 


THE ACTION OF THE CORONER'S JURY 


The Developments in the Case Yester- 
day—Dr. Lewis Preaches a Very 
Short Funeral Sermon. 


The mystery surrounding the murder of 
Mrs. Lilly is still unraveled, the evdience 
thus far obtained being purely circumstan- 
tial. 

In returning a verdict yesterday morning, 
the coroner’s jury came to no conclusion as 
to the perpetrators of the crime, but sug- 
gemed that Robert Hawkins and George 
Yancey be held. 

It looks rather squally for the two men. 
Their record is not the best in north Geor- 
gia, and the evidence disclosed yesterday 
reveals a long and intimate relationship 
between them in matters of crime. 

Hawkins has been in the penitentiary 
more than once, and while there the friend- 
ship existing between him and his compan- 
ion in the alleged murder of Mrs. Lilly, 
was started. The men were seen together 
on the evening of the killing, and this cir- 
cumstance is one of valuable importance 
in the chain of testimony. 

This Looks Very Bad. 

Perhaps the most damaging testimony be- 
fore the coroners’ jury was that of Mr. 
A, C. Belcher, the grocer at whose store 
Hawkins claimed to have made several 
purchases on the evening of the murder. 

Mr. Belcher has a store on the corner of 
Mitchell and Mangum streets, about a 
mile and a haif from Mrs. Lilly’s truck 
farm. 

The grocer testified that Hawkins was 
in the store on Saturday evening and on 
account of the noise which he made was 
requested to get out. Hawkins replied that 
he was not ready to go home as he wanted 
the people in the neighborhood to know that 
he was in the store. 

This is rather fatal the detectives claim 
to the alleged innocence of Hawkins. It 
confirms, they say, the supposition that he 
did the killing at an early hour and was 
anxious, by creating a disturbance in the 
store and thus making himself prominent, 
to secure witnesses in proof of his being 
in the store until a late hour on that even- 
ing and thus disconnect him from the 
tragedy. 

The evidence in favor of Hawkins is dis- 
closed by the fact that his own trunk was 
opened, it is supposed, by the same hand 
that did the rest of the plundering. 

In this trunk several boxes of collars were 
discovered. But this discovery instead of 
aggravating the situation, adds an ele- 
ment of innocence, for the negro would 
scarcely have opened his own trunk in look- 
ing for hidden money. 

This is a very, important disclosure in be- 
half of Hawkins. 

Finding of the Jury. 

The jury impaneled to investigate the 
cause of Mrs. Lilly’s death arrived at a 
conclusion yesterday morning at ll o'clock. 

The following is the verdict: 

“We, the jury, impaneled and sworn to 
inquire into the cause of the death of Mrs. 
Mary Lilly, now lying dead, find, from the 
evidence, that she cameto her death from 
strangulation. the same being produced 
by being choked with a pair of fire tongs. 
The same, in our opinion, is a case of mur- 
der, and we recommend that the negroes, 
Bob Hawkins and George Yancey, alias 
Bizzell, be held for investigation by the 
grand jury, as the perpetrators of the 
crime. A. S. SMITH, 

‘“‘Foreman.” 
How Yancey Is Implicated. 

The negro, Yancey, who is now in jail, 
is connected with the crime by reason of 
the testimony of one of the witnesses be- 
fore the coroner’s jury. 

This man is W. F. Hubbard. He testi- 
fied that his home was on West Hunter 
road. On Saturday evening between 9 and 
10 o’clock, he met a negro man with a 
bundle in his hands, coming from the di- 
rection of Mrs. Lilly’s. He had what ap- 
peared to him to be a crocus sack nearly 
full. He hailed the negro, but obtained no 
answer from him. The witness was unable 
to indentify Yancey as the man he had 
met, but he thought he might be the same 
one. 

Detective Holcombe testified that Captain 
Thompson, Captain Moss, Sheriff Barnes, 
Patrolman Abbott and himself visited Whit- 
ley’s alley on Sunday morning at 9 o'clock, 
looking for George Yancey, who had been 
suspected. They went to his house and 
knocked on the door. Yancey came out of 
the back door and around the house. He 
was asked why he didn’t come out of the 
front door to which he replied that it was 
fastened. On further investigation it was 
found that the door was chained. There 
was no bed in the house. His feet were 
dusty, and he told the officers that he had 
never pulled off his shoes. 

This is the salient part of the testimony 
developed before the coroner yesterday. 

Mrs. Lilly’s Funeral. 

The funeral of Mrs, Lilly occurred from 
Trinity Methodist church yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. 

A large number of friends and relatives 
were present. 

On the casket, which was wrapped in a 
heavy black cloth, rested a number of floral 
designs. The pallbearers consisted of the 
friends of Mrs. Lilly’s who reside in the 
neighborhood of her home. 

The services were conducted by Dr. Walk- 
er Lewis, the pastor of Trinity, assisted by 
Dr. E. H. Barnett, the pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church. These consisted of 
a few selections from the scripture appro- 
priate to the occasion. After a familiar 
anthem was sung, Dr. Lewis advanced td 
the front and said: 

“This is not the time for idle words. Sym- 
pathy of a human kind is weak in the pres- 
ence of such a sudden and unexpected sor- 
row, but this consolation is offered by this 
blessed book that all things work together 
for good to them that love God. He is 
infinitely wise, and just and holy.” 

This was the brief funeral sermon. 
another song was rendered by 
the funeral procession retired 
church, and all that was mortal of the 
aged victim of this awful tragedy was 
laid to rest itn Oakland cemetery.

2d—Other Statehouse News from 
Allthe Departments. 


Captain S. D. Bradwell, state school com- 
missioner, has issued a circular letter to all 
the county school commissioners in the 
_ptate, instructing’ them with reference to 
holding the teachers’ institutes this sum- 
norhe monthly, or Saturday institutes have 
been abolished, there having been 4 law 
passed by the last general assembly chang- 
ing the system of holding these institutes 
gor the improvement of teachers 50 4s to 
nave only annual sessions. 
_ The time for holding the annual insti- 
‘tutes in the countics this year as fixed by 
the law is within the period of June, July 
and August, The state school commissioner 
has the right to change_the time if he sees 
‘fit, but he say# in his late circular letter 
that he does not see fit to “make any 
changes unless in some particular instance 
at may be deemed advisable by the local 
school commissioner. 

The state commissioner says he will be 
glad to co-operate with any of the county 
commissioners who may desire to combine 
several counties in holding a united teach- 
ers’ institute. The law requires that there 
ghall be an expert selected to aid in con- 
ducting the county institutes, and that he 
shall be paid $25 for the five days’ work. 
The commissioner will be glad to furnish to 
the county commissioners who may desire it 
a full list of experts who are willing to 
gerve in this capacity. 

The expert, however, does have control of 
the work. He is under the county school 
commissioner who is the one to preside at 
all the sessions of the institute. 

The white and colored institutes are to be 
conducted at the same time and place, 
though the law requires that they shall be 
in different halls and apartments. The ex- 
pert is required to give the same course of 
training to the colored teachers as to the 
white. 

There will be no Peabody institutes in 
Georgia this year, the state legislature hav- 
ing refused to grant any state aid to the 
Peabody fund and the managers of that 
fund having decided on this score not to 
spend any money in Georgia in this way un- 
til the state is willing to nteet them on half- 
Way ground. 

Every teacher in the state is required by 
law to attend the institutes. If the time 
fixed for holding the one in his own county 
falis on him, while his school is still in 
session, he must suspend school long enough 
to attend it, and then make good the time 
lost in teaching after it is over. 

The Next Examination. 

State School Commissioner Bradwell has 
also called the attention of the county com- 
missioners to the fact that the next general 
examination of teachers is to be held June

Particular instructions as to grading, 
TFecommendations for permanent license, and 
other details, will be sent out to the county 
commissioners, along with the question 
sheets.

Another political sensation has been 
sprung upon Atlanta. 

This time it is-to change the work of 
the late meeting of the county executive 
committee. 

It will be recollected that that committee 
fixed upon Saturday, June 2d, as the date 
for holding the gubernatorial and sena- 
torial primary. Acting under this fixed 
date, politicians had begun to lay their 
heads together for the purpose of getting 
as many chestnuts out of the fire as 
possible.

The South Carolina Railway Really 
Changes Hands. 


A NEW BAGGAGE RULE HERE 


Complaint from Local Travelers on Ac- 
count ofthe New Pian of Check- 
ing Baggage—Other Notes. 


New York, May 14.—The reports that the 
South Carolina railway property has been 
sold by the first mortgage bondholders’ 
committee toa new corporation with a cap- 
ital of $5,000,000, entitled the South Caroli- 
na and Georgia railroad, which will be con- 
trolled by Charles Parsons and associates, 
is confirmed by Gustave I, Kissel. All past 
due coupons will be paid in cash. Tuere 
will be a new 5 per cent first mortgage for 
$0,200, VOU. 

The proposed South Carolina railroad re- 
organization plan provides that on 246 miles 
of road there are wiped out completely 
$7,814,160 of junior securities, comprising 
$2,538,000 incomes, $1,13¥,000 seconds and $4,204,- 
lbv SLOCK. ‘Line present reorganization 15 en- 
tirely in the interest of the first mortgage 
bondhoiders ‘who bought in the road for 
31, U0U, 000. 

The reorganization permits only the first 
mortgagees to participate. The rumor is 
again revived that the present purchase of 
the road is really in the interest of the 
Louisvilie and Nashville. 

New Baggage Rules. 

Some compiaints are neara concerning the 
new rule of checking baggage recently 
udopted by the locai railroad authorities 
lad an lianta. 

iy tne new rule no baggage will be check- 
ed at a residence or a notei as heretoiore, 
but the purcnaser of tne ticker will have to 
wet his Owsi CileckK at tne depot. 

‘tne reason tne raiiroads adopted this rule 
is because, under the oid rue or cnecking 
baggage winey suftered sevefely from tne 
practices Ol ticket scaipers. 

it was a great convemence to the traveler 
heretofore to nave his trunk cnecked by tne 
transfer men at the hotel or the residence 
trom which he went to the train. lit was 
then no further troubie to him, and all he 
had to do at the depot was to purchase his 
ticket and get on his train. The trunk was 
shipped thruugh by the baggage agents. 

‘Lnis practice having been abolished at a 
recent meeting of the governing board of 
the Atlanta union passenger depot it will 
now be necessary tor the traveier to pur- 
chase his ticket and then go to the baggage 
depot and show it in order that his trunk 
may be checked to tne destination as indi- 
cated by his ticket. This is the old prac- 
tice. 
it is easy to see that the railroads had 
good cause to adopt the new rule, for, with 
tne freedom of the old, the ticket scalpers 
could easily dispose of their tickets and 
impose upon the roaas. To such an ex- 
tent were the unfair transactions of ticket 
prokers under the old rule carried on, the 
railroad men claim, that something had to 
be done to break up tneir work. 

But the traveling public suffers some an- 
noyance by the change and the transfer 
men are kicking. Jt is said that a petition 
wiil be signed, asking the authorities to re- 
turn to the old system with all of its inju- 
ries to the roads. 

lt was particularly a convenience to the 
ladies to have their trunks checked from 
their residences, giving them no further an- 
noyance at the depot, looking after this 
disagreeable feature of travel. 


A. and M. Reorganization. 


Hambleton & Co., of Baltimore, in their 
weekly letter give the plan of reorganization 
for the Savannah, Americus and Montgom- 
ery. If a branch of the Savannah and 
Western cannot be secured, the line will be 
extended into Savannah. 

The line from Savannah to Montgomery 
with be bonded for $15,000 per mile. For the 
present first mortgage bonds, the bondhold-

CHARGED WITH KIDNAPING. 


Aftcr a Day’s Trial Wilson Was Found 
Not Guilty by a Jury. 

B. G. Wilson, charged wtih kidnaping 
his own niece and by his own confession 
the. party instrumental in her ruin, was 
yesterday ftound not quilty of the charge 
against him. 

And he has to thank for his escape the 
speech of his attorney, Thomas R. R. Cobb. 

The story behind the trial of Wilson for 
kidnaping is one that is fraught with sad 
refiections. It was in the early part of 
this year that Agnes King, a rather pretty 
eighteen-year-old girl, was missed from her 
home. A search followed and after a week 
she was d:scovered in company with her 
uncle. The two had stopped at one place 
as husband and wife. 

Wilson put up the story that he had tried 
to prevent the girl from leaving home, but 
that she insisted upon going. He also set 
forward the claim that he had not betrayed 
the girl, but that on the contrary the girl 
had been the cause of his downfali—she 
being eighteen and he forty or more. 

Solicitor Hill spoke on the line that Wil- 
son was a man guilty of kidnaping and 
laid great stress on his misbehavior in the 
direction of the girl. The speech of Thomas 
Cobb was to the effect that the solicitor 
had proceeded in an improper manner and 
had attempted to convict the man of se- 
duction when he was indicted for kidnaping 
alone. He stated that he knew Wilson was 
a rascal, but that his client’s character was 
not at issue nor was the charge of seduc- 
tion then under consideration, but that to 
the contrary, it was simply a trial for 
kidnaping, and that the state had not made 
out its case. 


WILL TU ‘RNER ON TRIAL. 


We Is Chesese with Having Shot a 
Man Whose Job He Wanted. 

Will Turner, the East Point negro, will 
be tried today for the murder of a man 
whose job he wanted to secure, The mur- 
dered man was at work as an engineer in 
one of the East Point mills, and was round 
with a load of shot in his back. ‘The cir- 
cumstances all pointed to Turner, and his 
arrest. followed. 

The jury was secured yesterday afternoon 
and the trial will commence today in Judge 
Richard Clark’s court.
